12 Welfare Fraud Cases 
In County Total *37,294

The Crawford County Prosecutor’s Office 
and Crawford County Department of Social 
Services cracked down on welfare fraud in 
1983 charging 12 persons with felony crimes 
inolving $37,294. 

Most of the persons are charged with wel- 
fare fraud of more than $500, welfare fraud 
by failing to inform, and perjury. The wel- 
fare charges carry a maximum penalty of 
four years in jail each and fines up to $2000. 
The perjury penalty is up to 15 years in jail. 


Five persons have already been sen- 
tenced, one case was closed because of 
serious illness to the suspect, and six cases 
are pending. There were no welfare fraud 
cases reported in the county in 1982. 

The main reason for welfare charges are 
persons not claiming income while 
receiving social services assistance. A 
Crawford County DSS worker said most in- 


vestigations into welfare fraud begin when a 
citizen calls with information about possible 
welfare fraud. Citizens can call the county 
DSS office at 348-7691 either anonymously or 
leaving their names if they have pertinent 
information about welfare fraud. 

If the DSS office suspects fraud, the case 
is turned over to the Prosecutor’s Office. 
Most of the fraud in Crawford County in- 
volves food stamps and Aid to Dependent 
Children. 

Crawford County Prosecutor John B. 
Huss and assistant prosecutor David Sabin 
also increased collections from bad check 
cases. A total of $17,876 was collected in 1983 
— up from $11,500 in 1982. Sixty five bad 
check cases were closed by the Prosecutor’s 
Office in 1983, The largest bad check han- 
dled through the program was written for 
$6000 by a business. The bad check program 
is offered at no charge to area businesses 
and individuals.

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K mart Lawsuit 
Blocked in Ist 
Round Action

Local attorney William Carey, representing 
John Kraus, failed in two areas to show why his 
client has the right to bring legal action against 
the K mart Economic Development Corporation 
project, but he has ten days to amend the lawsuit - 
for another attempt. 

In a two and a half hour hearing Monday 
night in Crawford County Circuit Court, Judge 
William Porter found allegations presented by 


’ Carey to be not sufficient to give Kraus the legal 


standing necessary to bring court action against 
the EDC project. 

Porter said the court of appeals ruled in a 
previous case of an individual against an 
economic development corporation that 
economic injury from future competition is not 
sufficient to give standing to a citizen. Porter 
also said the enabling legislation for economic 
development corporations is not intended to pro- 
tect against competition. 

Carey has ten days to amend his pleadings 
for another attempt to show Kraus does have the 
right to bring action against the project. The 
defense, the county board of commissioners and 
the EDC board, then has ten days to respond to 
the changes. Carey wil] then have four more 
days to review the responses of the defense and a 
hearing will be set. 

Owen Cummings, an attorney for the Michi- 
gan Municipality Risk Management Authority 
(Crawford County is a member of the authority), 
handled most of the responses by the defense at 
the hearing Monday. 

The lawsuit stems from the EDC approving 
$2.7 million in bonds to finance the construction 
of a K mart store in Grayling. Kraus contends 
the EDC and county boards did not follow proper 
procedures in approving the project and he is 
also seeking damages he claims his Ben Frank- —

Snow Plowing 
Property owners piling 


snow high along roadways 
and shoulders or pushing it 
to the npnosite side of the 
street without clearing 
debris can cause hazardous 
conditions for motorists, and 
the Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) 
warns that it’s also against 
the law. 

MDOT said state law (P.A. 
82 of 1978) prohibits 
businesses and citizens from 


-dumping snow on roadways 


and shoulders or piling it too 
high at driveway entrances 
that it obstructs the vision of 
motorists. 

The department recom- 
mends residents keep the 
shoulder in front of their 
driveway clear and also. 
clear snow for a short dis- 
tance from the driveway in 
the direction of approaching 


“That way the view of a 


way from a driveway is not 
obstructed,” explained 
Donald E. Orne, engineer of 
MDOT maintenance. 

“When clearing your 
driveway,’ he said, ‘‘push 
the snow away from the 
roadway and to the sides of 
the driveway for its full 
length and the problem of 
the high snow banks block- 
ing a driver’s view will be 
eliminated.” 

Orne said large businesses 
should make special 
arrangements ahead of time 
to remove snow from their 
driveway entrances and 
driveways. In some cases it 
may be necessary to truck 
snow away from parking 
facilities. 

Violators leave them- 
selves open to fines and law- 
suits for public liability and 
property damage. For a 
charg? to be filed, a police 
officer must witness the 
violation, or a citizen must 
file a complaint. 

All property owners and 
persons hired to remove 
snow are responsible for 
maintaining safe _ traffic 
conditions and preventing 
careless snow-removal tech- 
niques.

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Open Letter To The Voters 
of Crawford County: 

The first year of being an 
elected Crawford County 
Commissioner has been (to 
say the least) an interesting 
one. I have gained much 
knowledge concerning the 
operations of County 
Government and I still don’t 
like what I see now, any bet- 
ter than I did when I first 
thought of running for this 
position. 

One of the greatest con- 
cerns I still have is that the 
people are not properly in- 
formed by the board and 
therefore are not able to ex- 


‘press their opinions enough. 


It is true that the voters elect 
persons to represent them on 
issues and expect good 
honest representation. This I 
have tried to do for the 
voters of our district and the 
County. While voting 
throughout the past year asa 
conservative, with the wise 
use of taxpayers dollars I 
have voted no on MANY ex- 
penditures which I felt were 
beneficial to only a minority 
and not in the best interests 
of the budget and the dollars 
we have to spend. 

In the past several years, 
(in my opinion) the dollars 
have been over spent on 
many items, such as the Air- 
port, the Landfill, the Sherif- 
fs Department and _ the 
Friend of The Court offices 
just to mention a few. To 
clarify this statement I wish 
to point out that I think 
justification can be shown 
for most expenditures in any 
department, but one must 
weigh the pros and cons of 
these supposed benefits 
before making a choice. This 
is where, some of my fellow 
commissioners puzzle me, 
as it seems they are capable, 
yathout much time for con- 
sideration and/or 
discussion, of arriving at 
decisions on how to spend 
your money. Personally I 
would prefer, (and continue 
to stress this point) to table 
ali decisions, (unless in case 
of emergency) until we have 
had time to properly think 
and discuss them 
THOROUGHLY. 


In the past year I was NOT 


chosen to be chairman of any 


of the “Standing Commit- 
“tee’”’ but was a member of 
- the “Building and Grounds’, 


“Law Enforcement and Per- 
sonnel” and was appointed 
to the “Finance Commit- 
tee’, also ] was appointed to 
investigate the Crawford 
County Landfill. The com- 
mittee that abruptly ended, 
(over my objections) before 
I felt we had accomplished 
our goal of investigation and 
solutions of the problems 
that were turned up, many of 
which still are quite evident. 

While on the finance com- 
mittee I was tardy on three 
or so occasions over the 1 
year period, due to personal 
problems etc., but I may 
add, I know of NO other 
commissioner who has not 
completely missed 
scheduled meetings besides 
being tardy on occasions. 
One commissioner on the 
same committee didn’t even 
show on three or four oc- 
casions, fine, everyone has 
personal problems but at the 
first meeting of this year I 
was removed from the 
finance committee (again 
over my objections). While 
trying to not make it look 
like “sour grapes” I would 
like to make the voters 
aware of the facts (and I 
openly invite any other 
commissioner to debate me 
on this issue, if they so 
desire). The number one 
reason to have a finance 
commission is prescribed by 
law in the Mich. State 
Statutes - M.S.A. Vol 3, 5.574 
(3) page 374. The Statute 
reads: 

A. “To audit ALL claims 
which are chargeable again- 
st the County, and NO 
warrant shall be drawn for 
such claim, nor shail any 
such claim be paid until it 
has been audited by such 
finance committee, and pay- 
ment thereof authorized by 
such finance committee.” 

This, I can honestly say 
was done to the best of my 
ability. The claims I saw, 
were checked, researched 
and Questioned. In fact in 
the month of December 
alone over 30 expenditures 
were questioned by Com- 
missioner Joyce and myself. 

Even on the several oc- 
casions of being late in 
arriving at the meeting, I 
would continue checking (af- 
ter other members left) to be 
sure the expenditures and 
warrants were proper and 
justified in being approved

and payed. On several oc-’ 


casions the committee was 
accused of questioning per- 
sons honesty and integrity, 
but I really didn’t give a 
D . I felt then, ( and 
still do) we need answers 
and better controls. To allow 
tax monies to be payed with- 
out inquiry and satisfactory 
answers or proper billing is 
positively in violation of the 
law. 

The question concerning 
my being replaced on the 
finance committee makes 
one wonder why. It certainly 
isn’t the flimsy reasoning of 
arriving. late at several 
meetings, and if it is, than 
ALL the commissioners 
should be replaced as ALL 
have been guilty of this a 
time or two. 

Anyway, in the future, I 
hope the budget and spend- 
ing is carefully inspected 
and watched for the protec- 
tion of us, the Taxpayers as I 
am VERY CONCERNED in 
some of these areas. 

While realizing of course, 
that reducing spending, 
and/or services are 

_fhecessary to reduce, or at 
least hold the line on taxes, 
all consequences MUST be 
considered BEFORE each 
expenditure. If any of you 
readers and taxpayers have 
a possible answer or 
solution, I hope you will 
“speak out” before we end 
up next year twice as much 
inthe RED.
